Williamson, the local Navy Recruiter, and myself. We will, therefore, need 2 
vendor tickets. 


The only activity we have planned is to allow individuals attending the 
Funfest the opportunity to take the U.S. Navy morse code test for 3rd class 
petty officer. We will also have the second and first class performance tests 
for those who wish to try them. We're hoping to interest a few individuals 
in joining the Naval Reserve Security Group as Morse Operators. Anyone who 
meets the physical and age requirements and is able. to pass the 8rd class 
code test would be eligible to join the Naval Reserve, as a 3rd class petty 
officer, even with no prior military service. 


Our trivia question has to do with our very reason for being at the 
Funfest and Hamfest. How much can an individual with no prior military 
service earn for a once-a-month weekend drill in the Naval Reserve Security 
Group as a Morse Operator? (answer — $80.48 minimum, and with prior 
service as much as $100.80)

The recent tragedy of Korean Airlines Flight 7 serves to highlight the 
tension under which the world has lived since World War II. Fortunately, the 
military services, and particularly the United States Navy, are in the best 
condition ever, and represent an extremely formidable force. The maintenance 
of that force is key and critical to the maintenance of the peace. 


The Navy relies on a mixture of active services and reserves to maintain 
a wartime readiness with peacetime budgets. It is possible to train a Naval 
Reservist in current fleet tactics and equipment for about 20% of the cost of 
training that same sailor on active service. 


In many areas of the Naval Reserve, manning levels are high, 90 to 100%. 
The Indianapolis area Naval Reserve Security Group, however, is at a criti- 
cally low manning level. 

The most critical shortage at this time is in the Cryptologic Technician, 
Morse Operator (CTR) rating. The Chief of Naval Reserve has authorized the 
establishment of a limited number of personnel into the CTR rate as Petty 
Officers to fill this shortage. The principle criteria is the ability to pass 
the Navy Morse Code Proficiency Test. 


I would like to request your assistance in this matter by asking for booth 
Space at Hamfest-Funfest 83 November 12th and 13th. 


The theme of the booth would be "Navy Morse Operators Must Copy 18 GPM. 
Could you?" 


As a "grabber", we plan to play a tape loop over a speaker with "Take the 
Navy Code Test" in Morse code at about 14 GPM. 


A small prize is being considered for those who do pass and all will be 
welcome to try, whether they are recruitable or not. Obviously, this "game" 
will also automatically screen potential enlistees while providing a good time 
rorsad |. 


The booth would be manned by an experienced Navy Morse operator and a Navy 
Reserve recruiter. All questions would be answered completely without "arm 
twisting" or high pressure. All navy personnel will be in uniform. 
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Your assistance in permitting a Navy Reserve booth at Hamfest-Funfest 83 can 
help put the word out about this program while providing fun for all.
